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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the recited limitations clearly read on the ' 
combined teaching of Kimura et al and Kopf et al. For example, Applicant argued that the top electrode layer 23 of Kopf et al does not 
function as the transparent layer of the present invention. In response, the examiner disagrees with applicant's argument because 
k Kimura et al clearly discloses all of the limitations as recited in claim 17, except for a transparent layer is composed of a semiconductor 
% compound excluding GaP. However, Kopf et al clearly discloses in figure 1 an apparatus comprises a layer 23 which is a transparent 
layer ("transparent semiconductor material" that excludes GaP material) (see claim 2 in Kopf et al). Since layer 23 of Kopf et al is made 
of the same material ("transparent semiconductor.material") as that of the transparent layer of the present invention as recited in the 
claim, thus it is capable of performing the same function as that of the transparent layer of the present invention. 
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
